closed. But the German fleet and mil- 
itary force in the far East is strong 
enough, It Is stated, to enforce Ger- 
many's demands, and will be increas- 
ed if, from political and financial mo- 
tives, Russia decides to renounce fur- 
ther participation In the occupation, of 
Pekin.

The War In Rates May JBring It Down 


to 1O Cents 


Chicago, 111., Sept. 5.—A gas rate of 


50 cents per 1,000 cubic feet went into 
eflect today on the north side in the dis- 
trict between Chicago avenue and Diver- 
sey street, 


The Municipal GHE company, which 


is engaged in a war with the Ogden Gas 
company, lopped off on additional 10 
cents this nurning, bringing the price 
to 50 cents, and at once began notifying 
householders of the new rate. This re 
duction was promptly met by the Og 
den, 


A 50 per cent, reduction in the price 


of the illuminant within the last fivi 
days is thought to indicate a long ant 
bitter conflict between the rival gas com 
panics. Chicago's last gas war resulted 
in the reduction of the price of gas from 
$2 to $1 per thousand feet, and the pre 
sent rate ia 40 cents lower than.ever be- 
fore. The price, it is said, will go to H 
cents.

Solve Domestic Service I'roblem 


In Portage, as elsewhere, the problem 


of domestic service is a vexatious one, 
ind its solution seemed far away until 
;be combination was formed. The idea 
was first presented in the Study club, 
and two of. its members, Mrs. J. H. 
Bichey and Mrs. J. H. Bogers, at onse 
proceeded to inaugurate the scheme. 


A vacant building near the business 


jqrtion 
was 
leased, 
the 
place 


was furnished and a manager was en- 
gaged to employ all of the help, to do 
all of the purchasing and to see that all 
o£ the plans were executed. 


.Family Furnishes Own Table 


The. home of the organization consists 


of two large dining rooms, a kitchen, a 
supply room end an office below, while 
the second floor is devoted to sleeping 
apartments for the . persons employed. 
The tables in the dining rooms are so 
arranged that the members ot one or 
mere families may be seated together. 
Each family furnishes its share of tables, 
chairs, linen, china and silver. 


This is done because the articles are 


already at band and obviates the pur- 
chase of new ones, thus curtailing the 
xpeose of the organization. The ranges 
and other articles were furnished by the 
association when organized an'd are held 
in common. Carpets have been provided 
for the rooms and pictures adorn the 
walls, so that the environments are of a 
tiomelike nature. In the office, where 
the'manager has her desk, there is an 
extra table to be used in case the place 
becomes crowded from an unusual num- 
ber of visitors or otherwise. As far as 
possible all supplies are purchased at 
wholesale and are kept in the room' pro- 
vided for the purpose. 


Some of the Thing! Served 


At breakfast there is tea or coffee, 


breakfast food or griddle cakes in some 
form and, perhaps, some potatoes or 
fruit, in season. Some of the members 
do not depend on the organization for 
this meal, but are served at their own 
homes. 
For the noonday meal it is 


planned to have soup, two kinds of meat 
potatoes and other vegetables and dee 
sert in some form. 
A hot dish of some 


kind is always provided for the evening 
meal and often sherbets or other more 
elaborate deserts are served.

BRIEF HISTORY OF HIS CAREER 


Bath. Me., Sept. 5—[Special Tele- 


gram (—Arthur Sewall, candidate in 
1896 for vice president on the democratic 
ticket, died this morning of apoplexy. 


Arthur Sewall, third son of William 


and Bachel Sewall, was born in Batb, 
Me., in 1835. His father was one of the 
earliest shipbuilders in Both and a mem- 
ber of the state legislature. 
The man 


who has attained a national reputation 
in politics is a perfect master of the art 
of shipbuilding, but his connection with, 
the greyhounds ot the deep has has not 
been confined to their building and 
launching. .The blue "S",of tha Sew- 
alls has been carried into every commer- 
cial port of the world. 


The noted shipbuilder and politician 


was educated in the . common schools of 
Bath, and early entered the shipbuilding 
and trading business. With his father's 
firm and later id partnership with his 
older brother. Mr. Sewall accumulated 
a rast fortune and entered upon other 
commercial investments. He is presi- 
dent of the Maine Central railroad. He 
has large interests and his broad and 
liberal business policy has made the 
Maine Central the great trunk line of 
the state.. • 
• / 


Mr. Sewall Was one of the best known 


public men in his home state. He had 
the respect and confidence of his tell«w 
men. 
He was of fine presence and pop- 


ular with all classes. He was. nominated 
upon the free silver ticket for the, vice 
presidency by the Chicago democratic 
convention of 1896, and hie name lent 
great strength to the ticket during ^he 
campaign.

William W. Stickney, 
republican candidate for governor, has 
received approximately 49,680 votes, and 
John H. Senter, democrat, 1780. show- 
ing a republican plurality of 32,300.

state committee, said l^st Saturday, that 
the republican plurality would be 30,000. 
On the same day Senator Proctor said it 
would be 32,000.

Extensive Improvements On Its 


Ilines In City of Janesville. 


. The Wisconsin Telephone Company 
is making extensive improvements on its 
lines throughout tho city. 
The entire 


system of wires is being'remodeled. 
A. 


large force of men are now employed in 
making the changes. 


At present they are replacing the old 


poles on "West Milwaukee street, with 
G2 foot poles. 
The new poles will have 


but five cross arms, which will carry the 
wires . for the subeciibers along the 
street. 


Four cables containing fifty pairs of 


wires each will run up Milwaukee street, 
and will carry the wires for the 'outside 
subscribers. One cable will'go up MiK 
w.aukee and branch off at Center'avenue,- 
One willcross the tracks af'Pleasant 
street and continue on west tor a dis- 
tance. 
Another will branch off near the 


Corn Excnncge square and connpct with 
the cable already in place 
on Franklin 


tsreet. 


When the now polei and cables are in 


place, the old poles and the pumerous 
wires will be removed and the appear- 
ance of Milwaukee street will be greatlv 
improved, the cables taking the place o"f 
some two hundred wires, now running 
up the street. 


The largo poles used by the company 


in this work come from Idaho and cost 
about S;30 each. It is quite a'sight to 
see one 'of these iarge poles placed in 
position and how easily they can be 
handled by experienced men. 


When the present improvements are 


completed the Wisconsin Company will 
have one of the best equipped exchanges 
in'the state.

hoisting of a Boer flag in the lawn of 
his home here by Edward Van Ness, 
a -wealthy Newporter, and its removal 
by the police, despite the protest of its 
owner, are stirring residents attending 
the reception of the British squadron 
here. The one discordant note in the 
welcome to the visiting warships was 
emphasized by an address delivered by 
Mr. Van Ness to the crowd which gath- 
ered when the Transvaal emblem was 
unfurled to the breeze from a pole 
especially erected for that 
purpose. 


Mr. Van Ness' home, Albert Meadow, 
is on the beach with a lawn sloping 
down to the water's edge, just opposite 
to the anchorage of the English ves- 
sels. In the center -of the lawn the 
staff was placed just where the flag 
could not fail to be'seen by the queen's 
fighting men. 


While the flag was floating .above his 


head Mr. Van Ness, addressing those 
gathered, about, said: "This flag, the 
emblem of the Transvaal republic, is 
carried on the field of. battle by the 
heroic Boers, a people too great ;to 


'' 
bear a yoke, too noble and brave to be 
suffered to live. The British army.'ex- 
ceeding in number the entire 
Boer 


population of the Transvaal, is now 
driving the undismayed patriots to the 
mountains, the last refuge of freedom. 
These same English are at your door, 
and for that matter they are always 
at yourj door.' Her fleet patrols your 
coasts,'ready at any moment'to way- 
lay jour commerce or penetrate your 
harbors. 
Her enmity we may anticl-

pate; but what you have most to fear 
is her friendship, which, like the py- 
thon, first embraces arid then absorbs 
her victim."
